SOUTHERN ALBERTA 
FARMER WILL REAP 
165,000 BUSHELS 


Some Farmers in South Have Defied Drought and Will Reap Splen- 
did Crops—Success of Dry Farming Methods is Proven—Charles 
S. Noble Has 5,000 Acres in Crop and Says His Wheat Will 
Yield 25 Bushels Per Acre and Oats 50 Bushels—Start Cutting 


Next Week. 


The striking success of some farm- 
ers who are using dry farming meth- 
ods is one of the outstanding features 
of the crop situation in southern Al- 
berta today... Two years ago Leth- 
bridge was the scene of a unique 
gathering in the history of Alberta-— 
the International Dry Farming Con- 
gress, At that time some Alberta 
farmers were inclined to say “What do 
we want with dry farming?. Dry farm- 
ing is all right for Texas and Okla- 
homa, but Alberta is not a dry farm- 
ing country,” Those farmers who 
spoke in that fashion did not under- 
stand what dry farming meant. Dry 
farming does not mean farming with- 
out water, but conservation of all the 
moisture that nature provides, by the 
use of up-to-date, scientific -agricul- 
tural methods, These farmers who 
have followed the dry farming way in 
southern Alberta this year will short- 
ly be reaping bountiful crops, wheres 
the great majority of their neighbors 
are complaining of drought and poor 
returns, 

One of the successful ones is Charles 
sg. Noble, whose 5,000 acre farm is 
situated a few miles north of Leth- 
bridge, Whether it is owing to dif- 
ferent conditions, varying methods, a 
healthy frame of mind, or what pot, 
js open to argument, but one is: pro- 
foundly impressed with the conclusion 
that it Is not accident. Mr, Noble has 
farmed; there 1s no question about 
that, He had tilled every acre sown 
to crop, and he has done so over i 
rerles of years. Heo has used methods 
that cost him probably $1 an acre nore 
than indifferent methods would, but 
he has the return. Uis land is In the 
best of condition. Molsture is evident 
within a few inches of the surface, 
and there js not a sign of a noxious 
weed, 

165,000 Bushels. 

Mr. Noble says his wheat will run 
25 bushels to the acre. He has 2,600 
acres of spring wheat, sown on sum- 
mer fallow, so he will thresh 62,509 
bushels of wheat, His oats will run 
60 bushels, and he has 1,800 acres, so 
he will harvest 90,000 bushels.  liis 
flax, which he expects to run 10 bush- 
els, will net him 4,000 bushels, and his 
barley, which he expects to go not less 
than 80 bushels to the acre, will yleld 
9,000 bushels, a total crop, in the dry- 
ext year since 1892, of 165,500 bushels 
ct grain, an average of about 35,000 
bushels to each of the 6,000 acres, 

Not Exceptional. 

This Is not an exceptional yield by 
any means, and {it is not as good as 
Mr. Noble did last year, but It is 
mighty good considering the amount 
of rain which J. Pluvius chose to ladle 
out this year, And Mr. Noble em- 
phatically states that he has had no 
more than his share, About the same 
amount of moisture fell at Nobleford 
as descended on the streets of Leth- 
bridge, 

Good Methods. 

There are a number of things re- 
rponeible for this phenomenal — crop. 
Virst, Mr. Noble is a worker. He con- 
ducts his farm on a business — basis. 
lle knows where every dollar went, 
and what work it did, and he’ also 
knows where they are comjng from be- 
fore he puts them to work, A_ piece 
of summer fallow looks as good to 
Mr, Noble as a 40-bushel crop. Ile 
discs his lind after the binder, s0 as 
to create a mulch when the land is 
plowed, After the plow he uses a 
packer, and after that the Acme har- 
row. This leaves the land in just the 
tight shape, and assassinates all tho 


xeeds, The ofl is not so fine that it 
will blow easily, yet the lumps are 
fine enough to permit of the easy 


translocation of the soil moisture from 
below, If the land happens to be 
Worked down too fine so that it drifts, 
Mr. Noble makes the lumps larger. Ile 


waits ontil the first rain, and gets busy 
When the last drops are falling, A 
hirtow cover the moist soil cuts it up 


into (he right rized chunks, 
Clean Seed. 
Then comes the seed. This Is Mr, 
Noble's touchy spot. He would no 
re think of sowing poor seed than 
he would of turning his cows into the 
corr Pure seed is the cardinal point 
Mr. Noble's farm schedule. ile 
s about 40 to 60 pounds to the acre,

37 pounds were used, But it never 
gets near the ground until it is thor- 
oughly sifted out, He fans his grain 
in a mill, three times, In order to get 
rid of the light kernels, Then he gives 
it a bath. The lighter kernels remain 
on top of the water, and are discarded, 
He then puts his oat seed into a brine 
solution. The wheat and barley ker- 
nels go to the bottom, and the oats 
float, and by this time they are oats In 
every sense of the word, There is not 
a weed seed or a forelgn cereal seed 
in the lot, and when it goes into the 
cround, Mr, Noble knows that he will 
get practically 100 per cent. germina- 
tion. It costs him $500 extra to do 
this, but doesn't it pay? In order to 
Ret the very best results Mr. Noble 
hand picks a large amount of seed, and 
this year he has 100 acres sown with 
hand picked seed, Next year every 
kernel that gets as far as the soll on 
this farm will be the progeny of hand 
picked, thoroughly cleaned, registered 
seed, 

Experiments. 

Among the interesting 
this up-to-date farm are the experi- 
mental plots. Mr, Noble always ex- 
periments for himself in order that he 
may find out just what is needed and 
what Is best. On one plot he has 
a series of beds sown with varying 
amounts of seed to the acre, on an- 
other he has nothing but hand picked 
sced of every cereal crop, and many 
different varieties. He is in a position 
at the end of the season to know just 
what variety to use and how much to 
row to the acre. Alongside one of his 
fields Mr, Noble has what he calls a 
plot cof ground, sown to wheat, a 
bushel to the acre, “the old way.” The 
land was broken very shallow in 1910, 
and it has never recelyed the same 
care and cultivation. There is hardly 
five bushels to the acre on this strip, 
while there is 30 bushels on the plece 
next door, which was sown at the rate 
of only 34 Ibs. to the acre. 

Corn—The lowa Kind. 

In addition to the common cereals 
grown in the south, Mr. Noble has 
nus fine a field of corn as ever grew In 
lowa, He also has some good dry land 
alfalfa, We hasn't much stock to feed 
it too, but he intends to get into the 
mixed. farming game, He thinks it Is 
much harder to do this than the aver- 
age layman belleves, as it entails a 
system of soiling, Instead of a pasture 
proposition, i 

One of the sights in the line of live 
stock on the Noble farm is the future 
power. One of the chief alms on this 
ranch is the elimination of the gaso- 
line and the steam engine for work on 
the land, and to this end Mr, Noble has 
bred mule colts. He has somewhere In 
the neighborhood of 50 head, and this 
year's crop numbers 22 head of the 
finest looking miniature Mauds_ that 
ever sniffed the Alberta atmosphere, 
Mr. Noble is working his two-year- 
olds, and they are giving entire satis- 
faction. 

There is truly something in store for 
the Lethbridge business man when the 
board of trade take their annual jaunt 
to the Noble farm, 

Thelr faith in sunny southern Al- 
berta as a dry farming country will be 
converted into a fixed and permanent 
ouantity, while their cup of optimism 
will certain flood out the last vestige 
pf pessimism. Poor crops in southern 
Alberta may be the rule, but good 
crops are the exception that proves: 
“It can be ‘did’ all right.”

There is 
no food which is so essential to the 
devolopment andsgrowth of our clild- 
ren as milk, and none which by care- 
less handling will absorb so many 
odors, and develops so many bacteria 
injurious to the health of children. 

It is important that milk be given 
attention from the time it fs drawn 
until it is consumed. The first half 
hour after milking is the most im- 
portant time to exercise care. All 
milk contains bacteria, and the num- 
ber of these can be greatly reduced 
if it is remembered that they gain 
access to the milk through dust and 
dirt. This filth may drop off the cow 
as she js being milked, or the milk 
may become contaminated by being 
exposed in a filthy stable, hence the 
necessity of keeping stables scrup- 


nlously clean, the cows well brushed 
before iilxing, and also the milkers 
thenselves clean and tidy, It [fs of 


advantare to white-wash the stables 
three or four times a year, to keep 
them sweet and bright. 

After using every precaution to keep 
dirt and bacterla out of ndilk a certain 
amount still cets in, and if the milk is 
left at the temperature at which it is 
drawn, these bacteria increase very 
rapidly, therefore {t is necessary to 
take scme steps to stop their develop- 
ment. This can be @one by cooling 
to a temperature below fifty degrees, 
practically checking all growth fer at 
least 24 hours, and after this they 
multiply very slowly so long as the 
milk is held at this temperature, 

The taking care of milk on a farm 
can be summed up in a few words. 
Keep everything pertaining to the 
dairy, stables, cows and attendants as 
clean as possible. Keep ail utensils 
perfectly clean and — sterilize them 
elther with boiling water or steam 
after ewch milking. Do not leave milk 
in the stables behind the cows after 
it ls drawn. Remove each cow's milk 
at once to the cooling room as soon 
as milked, and cool by running over a 
cooler, or by setting in a tank of ice 
water. 

In the case of cream furnished to 
ereameries the same care should also 
bo taken. It is true that cream is 
alowed to sour before churning, but 
the bacteria which sours cream can be 
developed better by the use of cultures 
after it 1s in charge of the creamery 
men, Thus it is possible for them to 
promote uniform ripening of all the 
cream and check all bacteria which 
impart a bad flavor to the butter— 
Alberta Department of Agriculture 
Bulletin, 


SEASONABLE HINTS 


If you are showing at the local fair, 
get your stock in shape before the last 
{day or two, 

Train the colt to lead before you go 
to the fair, Nothing is more Hable to 
predispose a judge against an other- 
wise good anjmal than the fact that it 
js unruly and unmanageable, 

Remember that no amount of fixing 
will make up for actual deficiencies in 
any animal. Don't think you can fool 
the judges. 

Above all consider the judges deci- 
sion as final, and don't make a distur- 
bance about some of his placing which 
may not scem right to you. Things 
oftentimes look quite differently to 
the Judge in the show ring to the way 
in which they appear to those out- 
side the enclosure. 

Don't forget to provide shelter In the 
pasture field for all the stock. It does 
not cost anything except a little time 
to put a rough shed with a few poles, 
covering it with brush and, if possi- 
ble, a load or so of rough hay or 
straw. 

Don't forget to keep a little grain 
handy for the colts to get at if they are 
in the pasture, It pays to keep all 
young stock developing so that a little 
grain Is needed to supplement the grass 
feed. 

Don’t overlook your summerfallow. 
Senator Perley used to say, "You ought 
te do your summertfallowing on your 
knees,” the idea being that the land, at 
an ordinary glance may appear clean 
enough and free from weeds, but if you 
would get down on your knees there 
would be found probably thousands of 
weed seeds just starting to germinate. 
Then if it is a good hot day, is the 
timo to get after them with the har- 
rows or cultivator. 

Try and put yourself In the place of 
the animals when you consider the 
question of shelter. When you wanta 
rest on a hot day you don't go and sit 
or lie down In the sun. You'll go to the 
nearest tree, or if, nothing else is bet- 
ter, In the shade of a fence post or 
telegraph pole. The horses you are 
working will appreciate the shade just 
as much as you do, It will rest them 
a little to stop, no doubt, but they can't 
be expected to cool off when the tem- 
perature in the sun is around 100 de- 
grees. When you stop the team for a 
rest, try and stop them in the shade. 
It will be surprising what a difference 
attention to this detail will make in the 
work obtained from a team on a hot 
day.

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NEW LEGISLATION 
AFFECTING DAIRY 
INDUSTRY OUTLINED 


A matter that is of importance to 
cheese and buttermakers is the chance 
in the Dairy Industry Act of Canada, 
which becomes cffective on Sept. Ist 
next. The change is designed to pre- 
vent the false marking and sale of 
butter and cheese. 

It Is required that whey butter, a 
mixture of whey butter with creamery 
or dairy butter, or butter manufactured 
from a mixture of ordinary cream 
separated from milk and cream separ- 
ated from whey, must all be branded 
legibly with the words “whey butter” 
when packed. 

Dalry butter mixed with creamery, 
dairy butter packed in boxes similar 
to those used for creamery, or cut into 
pound prints and wrapped in’ parch- 
ment paper, must be legibly branded 
with the words “dairy butter.” 

Cheese manufactured from — skim 
mjik or milk from which any cream 
has been removed, or milk to which 
skim milk has been added, 
branded on the side of each cheese 
before it leaves the factory with the 
words “skim milk cheese.” 

No person shall apply any brand or 
the word “Canadian,” “Canadine,’ 
“Canada,” as a deseriptive term on 
butter or cheese hoxes or packages, 
unless the cheese or butter has been 
actually produced in Canada, 
faise information as to the 
manufacture.

FEEDING COWS FOR A 
SEVEN DAYS! RECORD. | 


} 


This is the sporting side of the dairy 
business. The value of the test is not 
in the extra amount of milk given, but 
in the added valve attached to the cow, 
by virtue of her being able to make 
a record, the same-as the value is 
added to the race horse by winning a 
race, Just as the racing game has in- 
terested man In the breeding and im- 
provement of horses, so have these 
dairy tests enthused men in the de- 
velopment of greater milk production 
in dairy cows. For many years long 
prices have been paid for winning 
liorses in the sporting world, similarly 
do we find people willing to pay fancy 
prices for a dairy cow with the ability 
to make an extraordinary record. 

In fitting a cow for one of thesa 
record tests, care should be taken ta 
have her in the best possible condition 
at the time of freshening, as her ability 
to make a record js Jargely determined 
before that time,-)For at least two 
weeks previous she could be fed on 
cooling, Jaxative food, such as roots, 
bran, olleake, and alfalfa hay, green 
feed and ensilare. These cooling feeds 
are preventatives against milk fever 
and varget. When she has regained 
her normal condition after freshening 
start to increase her feed gradually, 
until on a fill ration, which should 
show a nutritive ratio of about one 
to four, care being taken not to over 
feed her at the outset, which of course 
would be fatal to the test. 

In order to make a large record a 
cow must consume a lot of food, and 
to do this she must have a good ap- 


petite. Her appetite will depend to a 
great extent upon the palatability, 
succnlence and variety of her feed. 


Constant care must be exercised to 
see that she consumes all she can 
possibly digest and assimilate, without 
over feeding. 

In conclusion, let us consider a few 
safe rules: 

Always place the fvod before the cow 
{fn an apretizing manner, and see 
that her manger is kept sweet and 
clean. 

Welgh every ounce of grain and 
roots fed, that you may know ex- 
actly what you are doing. ‘ 

Start fecding and milking regularly 
to the minute. Always keep the 
cow looking for her feed. . 

Rrush the cow after each milking, 
and between milkings do not mol- 
est her; keep her as quiet as pos- 
sible, 

For exact feeds and quantities to be 
fed no hard and fast rules can be 
laid down, as it is impossible to find 
two cows Just alike, and this is where 
the work of the experienced dairyman 
will count In studying the Individuality 
of his animal——Alberta Department of 
Agriculture Bulletin, 


Grants to Farmers 
The Danish government was author- 
ized jn 1887 to make grants to farm- 
ers’ associations to the extent of one- 
half of the purchase price of a stal- 
Hon with a maximum grant for a stal- 
lion of $1,110. In 1911 there were 267 
associations receiving a total subsidy 
of $46,800, for owning 281 stalllons. The 
law in 1912 reduced the state subsidy 
one half, that is, the maximum grant 

for each stallion is now $555.

And so it has been from time im- 
memorial in the boxing game.

that champion “Jack” Johnson has at 
last decided to return to the land of 
his birth despite the various rumors to 
the effect that he had renounced his 
alleclance to the Stars and Stripes 4 n4 
had become a citizen of “Gay Paree.” 

This decision of the part of “Li'l 
Arthur’ was influenced in a great 
measure by the action of the Court ot 
Appeals of Illinois in 
decision of the lower court, under 
which Johnson was sentenced to pay a 
fine of $1,000 and spend one year in 
jfil. This reversal of the lower court 
carries with it an order granting the 
colored fighter a new trial, and it 1s 
understood that it was because of 
Johnson's desire to vindicate himself 
in the eyes of the sporting world that 
he finally decided to come back and 
face his accusers, 

This-change In policy on the part of 
the champlon will help to a consider- 
able extent to regain for him the many 
friends that he lost during the late 
years of his career, 

Although I hold no brief for Johnson, 
he being no sweet-scented  ylolet in 
matters of morality, yet few people 
believed that he was rightfully con- 
vivied on the charges brought against 
him, 

He was to a certain extent a victim 
of a “frame-up,” encouraged by popu- 
lar clamor.

Australia was the scene of the long- 
est battle with the raw ‘uns, back in 
1855, when Jim Kelly triumphed over 
Jonathan Smith in 6 hours and 16 min- 
uites—12 minutes longer than the Mad- 
den-Hayes contest. Kelly died in Hed 
Bank, N.J., only last month. He was 
in his 92nd year, and was the oldest 
ltiving pugilist. Kelly learned the box- 
jing game in Hngland, where he was 
jborn, and theif Went to Australia, 
where he won the heavyweight title in 
1847. He quit the ring soon after his 
memorable bout with Smith, and came 
to America, settling in New Jersey, 
While America holds the long-distance 
record for glove contests, the longest 
of the bare-knueékle bouts on this con- 
tinent lasted only 4 hours and 20 min- 
utes. J, Fitzpatrick*and Jim O'Neil 
were the combatants, and the fight was 
held at Berwick, Me.

Cuts In the tread of a tire should be 
repaired “instantly.” The little gaso- 
line yulcanizer that is now to be found 
in almost all tool kits can be used 
easily to get good results, Jack up the 
wheel and while the gasoline is burn- 
ing in the vulcanizer clean out the cut 
thoroughly with gasoline, scraping it 
well with the blade of a pocketknife 
and filling with shreds of unvulcanized 
rubber tissue wet with cement. When 
the vulcanizer has become hot place it 
on the ground underneath the wheel, 
and unjack the wheel so that the place 
to be vulcanized shall rest on the vul- 
canizer and the weight of the car fur- 
nish the pressure. In 30 minutes the 
wheel will be ready to use, but if left 
all night It will be a more permanent 
job. 

When you are called upon to replace 
the celluloid window in your back cur- 
tain, do it this way: After cutting the 
celluloid to proper size and shape fas- 
ten it temporarily in place by pushing 
pins through at each corner. Then 
button the curtain taut, and with a 
second person on the inside to pass the 
needle through outwardly, sew It in 
place, using the original needle holea 
as far as possible.

COAL MINERS ONLY 
WORKING SHORT TIME 


Grand Trunk Pacific Will Not 
Proceed With Erection 


The following review of labor condl- 
tions in Alberta cities during May, 
1914, is printed in the last issue of the 
labor Gazette: 

Medicine Hat. 

The condition of labor was as good 
as anticipated, The building trades 
were slack, and while quite a number 


of buildings were in the course of con- 
struction the supply of men far ex- 
ceeded the demand. Carpenters and 
bricklayers were feeling the situation 
keenly, many men being idle in these 
trades. 

Weather conditions were not any too 
favorable for farmers, and without 
more rain the growing crops will suf- 
fer. 

The \Maple Leaf Milling company 
have let the contract for a 3,090 barrel 
mill at this point, and it was under- 
stood work would be commenced on 
the same early in June. 

The Lake of the Woods Milling com- 
pany have also purchased the Medi- 
cine Hat Milling company mill here, 
and the company, it is believed, will 
double the output of this mill at an 
early date. 

Wholesale and retail trades were re- 
ported a little quiet. 


Calgary. 
No improvement was shown in the 
building trades over the previous 


month, the majority of the men tn dif- 
ferent trades being unable to find em- 
ployment.

of $1,294,600, $1,024,000 being for bridges 
across the Bow and Elbow Rivers. 

The Grand Trenk Pacific Railway 
Company is calling for tenders for de- 
molishing the old Mounted Police bar- 
racks preparatory to the erection of a 
hotel and terminals on this historic lo- 
cation, 

The Industrial Bureau has investig- 
ated the possibility of obtaining hem- 
lock bark in the forests west of the 
city for tanning purposes, and finds that 
great quantities can be secured within 
easy shipping distance, As there are es- 
timated to be something like 200,000 
hides sent yearly to eastern tanneries, 
and the number is increasing rapidly, 
there is a splendid opportunity for one 
or more industries of this character, 

The bark, taken from the Western or 
Washington hemlock,leaches 258.4 Ibs. 
of tanning per long cord, a difference 
over the eastern species of 134.4 lbs, 

Crop conditions in the country were 
much betaer than at the same time a 
year ago. Follage was more advancai, 
Rain has fallen throughout most of 
Southern Alberta, and the outlook was 
excellent. 

Edmonton. 


While the demand for labor was 
greater than the previous month, there 
were probably more men idle during 
May, owing to the fact that large num- 
bers om men came into the city from 
construction and tle camps, and frei 
homesteads, looking for employment. 
The work to be carried out during the 
suinmer will furnish employment for 
all the residents of the city, but the 
outlook for non-residents was very 
poor, A number of skilled mechanics 
found employment during the month, 
but there were 0 good many unemploy- 
ed, especially bricklayers and carpent- 
ers. Work on a@ number of business 
blocks was started, but had not reach- 
ed the point where other than common 
laber was required, Very little civic 
work was started, Good progress was 
made on the nine-storey McLeod duil- 
ding, also the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Hotel. Excavation for the armoury 
was under way at the close of the 
month, 

Wholesale and retail trade was normal, 

Saw mills were idle, no logs having 
been brought down the river at the 
close of the month. 

Coal mining operations were carried 
on to about the same extent as during 
the previous month. 

Railroad construction was active, 


Lethbridge. 


There was but little Improvement !n 
labor conditions in comparison with 
last month, very little work being done 
in the bullding line and in coal mining. 

There was no activity in any particu- 
lar line of work. Compared with the 
corresponding season last year condi- 
tions were dull, For the week ending 
May 22 bank clearings were $451,- 
989.93. The corresponding week last 
year they amounted to $577,328.30, 
Customs receipts for April, 1914, were 
$21,120.93 as compared with $24,552.40 
for the same month of 1913, 

Wholesale and retail trade remained 
about the same as last month, 

Laborers’ wages were reported 
lower than during “the corresponding 
period last Year, There was no unrest 
in labor circles. © J} 

Farming conditfons were considered 
better than in the same monthin former 
years. There are now better means of 
marketing farm produce, There is moro 
mixed farming being done, and a steady 
move in the marketing of lve stocl, 
cattle and hogs. 

Coal mining was very dull, the mines 
working one or two days a week. 

The only railroad construction in the 
district {s the raising of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway grade in the city o? 
Lethbridge to provide a subway bhe- 
tween the north and south parts of the 
city, This work Is being done by out- 
side labor connected with the railroad, 
but work on the subway 1s belng dons 
by the city with local labor, 


Reviow of Trades, 


Conditions {n the various trades 
throughout the dominion are summar- 
ized as follows: ‘ 

Bullding—Building trades for the 
most part were fairly active, particu- 
larly in the east, where considerable 
construction work was under way dur- 
ing the month. In some parts of the 
west, however, building was noticeably 
dull, and {tn some places much lack of 
employment was in evidence. 

Metal—Conditions in the motal 
trades showed little, 1f any, improve- 
ment over the previous month, men in 
some cases being lald off, and many 
establishments working short time. 

Printing—Printing and allied trades 
were, on the whole, actively engaged, 
though in the west, In a few instances 
staffs were reduced, 

Clothing—Journeymen tallors were 
somewhat better employed than dur- 
ing April. Activity was not so marked 
with garment makers or boot and shoe 
workers; the latter, in some Instances, 
were working short tlme, 

Textile—Conditions {in cotton mills 
were improved. In some cases, where 
there had been a reduction in working 
time, normal operations were being _re- 
sumed. ‘ 

Wood Working —Employees of furnt- 
ture factories were quiet. Some of the 
large factories in Ontarlo were working 
short time. Carriage and waggon work- 
ers were fairly well employed, 

Food and Tobacco’ Preprration.— 
Bakers and confectioners were fairly 
busy. Activily was not so pronounced 
with cigar makers and tobacoo workers, 

Miscellaneous.—Miscellaneous trades 
were, on the whole, fairly well engaged. 

Unskilled Labor.— Unskilled labor 
was not well employed. There was an 
over supply in many Canadian cities, 
and farmers in many localitles had no 
difficulty in getting all the help they 
required at lower wages than ordinarily. 
Work on railway Construction relieved 
the situation in some parts, and the 
commencement of civic work assisted 
materially In other localities. Those 
out of work were, In large part, im- 
migrants not long tn the country.
